Whenever it l^iecomos necessary for the corporation to 
take private property for the purpose of laying out or altering 
streets or alleys, and the common council cannot agree with the 
owner thereof as to the price to be paid, the council may direct 
proceedings to be taken to ascertain the value of such property. 

Sbct. 2. To. determine such value, a petition in the name of 
the corpcration, shall be presented to the county court at a r0gu- 
lar term, particularly describing the property and praying the 
appointment of commissioners to ascertain its valu^. If the 
owner is a resident of the county he shall have personal notio0 of 
the apphoatioA, and of the time at which it will be presented. If 
he be a non-resident of the county the notioe shall be giv«n by 

for at least one month in some daily nevnvf p#( 
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printed in the county ; an<1 a copy of f^uch notice vhtM be fient to 
liim if his plaoe of residence can be aseertainetL 

Sbct. 3. The conrti before hearing the application, shall have 
satisfactory evidence that notice, as roquire<l in the preceding 
section, has been given. When the owner is a non-rcAident of the 
county the court may adjourn the application for such «time as 
may be reasonable, and may direct further notice to ho given. 

Sect. 4. When satisfied that sufficient notice has been given, 
the court shall, by entry in its minutes, appoint five disinterested 
persons as commissioners to ascertain the compensation, specify- 
ing in the entry the time and place for the first meeting of the 
commissioners. 

Sect. 5. The commissioners shall be sworn to discharge their 
duties faithfully and impartially. They shall view the premises, 
and ascertain and certify the compensation proper to bo paid to 
the owner for tho property to be taken, Al may in their discre- 
tion, assess a reasonable sum to be paid to the owner for oosts 
and expenses. They, or a majority of them, shall make, subseribo 
and file with the county clerk, a certificate of their assessments. 
The court, upon such certificate and due proof that tho amount 
determined has been paid to the party interested or into court, 
shall cause an entry to be made in its minutes, describing the 
property, setting forth tho ascertainment of compensation and 
the payment as aforesaid. 

Sect. 6. Upon such entry being made, the corporation shall 
be entitled to use and occupy the property as fully as if conyeyed 
to it by the owner. A certified copy of this entry shall bo 
recorded in the Recorder's office of the county in the like matmer 
and with the like effect as if it were a deed of conveyance from 
the owner. 

Sect. 7. Whenever it is desired by tho common eogneil to 
pave, grade, light, water or otherwise alter or improve any street 
or lane, they shall first give a notice of ton days thereof to all 
the owners of the land opposite which the making of the said 
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alteration or improvement dhall he contemplated— anil auoh notice 
shall bo given to 8a id owners in person if tlioy can bo found, but 
if they can not bo found, then by posting tho samo upon a con- 
Bpicuoufl part of tho 8aid land of 8uch person, and by publishing 
tho said notice in some daily paper for ten successive days. IC 
one-third of all the owners of said land opposite which tho altera- 
tion or improvement shall bo contemplated, shall witliin tho 
period of notice above reiiuired, m%ke to the common council in 
writing a protest against ssiid alteration or improvomont, the 
same shall not be made again nor again bo proposed, for thirty 
days ; and should such protest not bo made as above, the oommou 
council may make such contemplated alteration or improvement, 
and ono-third of all the expenses of the same, shall bo paid out 
of tho city treasury, and tho remaining two-thirds shall bo piud 
in equal proportion by tho land on both sidoa of tho street or 
lane, and opposite to wQch such alteration or improvement ehall 
bo made.

SiOT. 11. Ilie manner of publishing all ordinance^ reports, 
snd an other matters herein required to be published, shall be 
prescribed by city ordinance. 

Snot. 12. AH the powers and ftmcUons of Ptrefoct, Sub-Prefect, 
Alcaldes, second Alcaldes, the AyuntamientOi and of all othor 
officers whaterer heretofore exercising authority In the munimpal 
government of the puoblo of Terba Buima or San Francisco or 
city of San Francisco shall cease and determine firom and after 
the day on which the officers prescribed by this act shsll be duly 
elected and qualified. ^ 



MAYOR'S MESSAGE. 



GeHtlcmm of the Common ConnfH: 

It id a subject of hearty congratulation to oui*aeIve8 as well as 
to every oitixcn of San Francisco, that we are at length permitted 
to organise a municipal government under a Charter granted by 
the Legislature of California, in strict accordance with the Con- 
stitution of the State. And it is no less a source of satisfaction 
that the sphere of our usefulness will not be oircumscribed by a 
code of laws written in ^ftnguage unknown to the vast mi^ori^ 
of the people, and of so complex and imperfect a character, as to 
be but indifferently understood by those best acquainted with the 
language in which it is written. We have for our direction and 
government statutes similar to those under which we have been 
tutored, and given in terms so .full, clear and precise, that.tiho 
humblest citisen may clearly understand their full intent and 
meaning. 

Being the first officers of the municipality elected under tlie 
Charter, the responsibility of its proper government rests iq>o& 
us ; and it is therefore incumbent upon us to unite in the enact- 
ment and execution of such ordinances as will be most conducive 
to the public interest ; which, while they will secure to each citi- 
sen full protection of life, liberty and property, will esteem all 
within the just and proper limits of equity, and thus secure and 
afford to the humblest all the rights and privileges of citiaenahip 
which are enjoyed by the most elevated andf wealtl^. 

We have entered upon our duties at a period when much dis* 
tress and consternation prevail among our citiiens occasioned by 
the destructive fire with which we have been, so recently visited. 
This circumstance suggests the necessity of speedily making every 
possibly provision* against the repetition of such disasters. The 
proper organization of an efllcient fire department and the pkro-

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oaring of miitoble and snlBeient fire appsratufl, are among the 
most important means to be adopted. And the eonstmction of 
boildings in such a manner as most effeetnally to protect un 
against the rapid spread of a conflagration when it has com* 
menced, will doubtless claim a share of your attention. 

The careful revision of the City Ordinances passed by the late 
Town Coancil, and the enactment of snch others as in yonr 
judgment may be necessary for the proper goyemment of the 
monicipality, is especially recommended as one of yonr first 
duties. Some of the ordinances now in force are no doubt 
inconsistent witk the provisions of the Charter ; and in some 
cases they are crude, and bear unequally upon diflerent classes 
of our citiiens. But acting as that Town Council did, without 
a Charter or any established law for their government ; without 
any practical experience in municipal legislation; and under 
peculiar circumstances arising from die social and political con- 
dition of this country, it would be a matter of wonder if the 
records of their action did not in soma|pases bear witness to the \ 

filfibiltty of human judgment. But4U^iV been intimatdy I 

atoodated witii tiie gentiemen composing that body since (heir | 

election to power by the people of San Francisco, I feel it to be 
a duty to myself,, and justice to them, to say, that in my opinion 
the^ were actuated by an earnest desire to promote the best inte> 
rests of this city, and have used the power confided to them by 
their felloir-citiiens in the honest performance of the dntiea 
imposed upon them by the same authority. 

Tour legislative duties will be difficult and arduous. Ton have 
not only to pass all necessuy ordinances for the regulation of 
each department of the city goyemment, but to fix the salaries or 
emoluments of the municipal officers, and to proride ways and 
means for their payment ; for the indispensible improvemoits of 
the city ; and for the payment of all just debta now due by the 
city. 

The power to levy^axes and impose burdens vipon the people 
is one which should be most delicately and carefully exercised. 
Equal and exact justice should be meted to all, and especial 
privileges granted to none. And m no case should a greater 
amount be drawn from the pockets of ^e people than is absolutely 
necessary for an economical administtation of the goyemment, 
and for the coustruction of su^h public improtements as are 
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absolately required to meet the necessities of the city, uid to to- 
euro its permanelit welfare. 

The most careful revision of the ordinances regulating licence^ 
is respectfully recommended. The great increase of the business 
of the city and the extension of business among the Tessels in 
the harbori which in many instances are used as places of storage, 
firom which goods are sold, wholesale and retail, render it, in my 
opinion, but just and equitable that, as they eigoy the same pri- 
rileges and receive protection by the same laws, they should pay 
the same licenses as those who are engaged in similar pursuits 
upon the land. Each branch of business should be relieved of as 
much of the burden under which it now labors as would be con- 
sistent with the public interests with die privileges eigoyed. And 
after a careful estimate of the necessary and indispensible 
expenses of the government for the current year, a tax should 
be imposed upon real estate and personal property suficient for 
all needful appropriations to meet such expenses, and to liquidate 
every just demand againit the municipality. 

Another subject for your consideration is that of affor^gHhe 
shipping in the harbor the greatest possible facilities for discharg- 
ing their cargoes. There is not an individual in the community, 
who, in this particular, is not more or less interested* Indeed, 
the prosperity of the c^ and of the entire state, depending upon 
its commercial transactions, every measure that may tend to 
bcilitate these, must prove a general benefit to the country and 
of immense advantage to San Francisco. We have suffered much 
from the present difficulties attending the landing of goods from 
vessels. Besides the slow and tedious process of lightering, by 
which a ship is detained for weeks and even months, that wi^ 
proper means could be discharged in a few days, the actual ex- 
pense of mere lighterage, sometimes equals the entire amount of 
fright from the Atlantic ports to our harbor. This difficulty 
may be removed by the completion of the public wharves, at which 
vessels of any tonnage may haul up and dischirge their cargoes 
as speedily as in other commerdal towns. To meet the expense 
that would thus be incurred, the instalments due upon the water 
lots already sold might be collected and appropriated, and" the 
lots stiU unsold be disposed o^ and the proceeds employed* 

The waol of i^ supply of pure water, even for the or^ary 
purposes of life^ is severely felt in this eity, and when to this the

fact IB added, that there is not a single well or pump upon any 
public street or square, and that scarcely a gallon of water cau 
be procured for the supply of fire engines, it will readily be per- 
ceived that an imperious necessity exists for the establishment of 
wells, pumps and cisterns upon the public streets and squares of 
the city. The circumstances attending the calamitous fires of the 
4th instant and the 24th of December last, clearly prove, that 
could a reasonable supply of water Imve been obtained, when the 
fires wore first discovered, they would have been extinguished, 
even without the use of engines, before any material damage had 
occurred. I therefore earnestly recommend the immediate 
establishment of wells and pumps upon the public squares and 
streets of the dty, and of large and sufficient vats or cisterns 
upon the shoresi of the bay at or near the terminatipn of the 
streets running {K^rpendicular thereto,, which would be filled at 
the flowing of th^ tide and remain so during its ebbing. This 
would at all times Secure an ample supply of water for the lower 
part of the city, in' tha event of fire in t^t quarter. The pumps 
and^oistems eould be oonstructed at the intersections of the dif- 
ferent streets, to be paid for by a' tax imposed upon the property 
in their vicinity ; and they should be put under such mai^agemcnt 
as to ensure their usefulness in case of fire. 

Whilst we are making provision to mee^ the necesnties of the 
citiiens, we should ako, as far as possible, endeavor to add to 
tlieir sources of enjoymonU To this end, it is recommended that 
Portsmouth Square be so improved that it will be made a favorite 
place of resort as well as an ornament to the city. It should be 
enclosed with a aeat fence, and the ground so laid out as to form 
convenient walks, within which grass plats and o/uamental trees. 
should be kept at all seasons in a flourishing condition. In the 
centre an artesian well might be so constructed as to add greatly 
to its value, comfort and beauty. By boring the earth to a suffi- 
cient depth, a fountain of pure, fresh water would be let loose 
and everlastingly flow po meet the wants and delight the view of 
visitors. The square, thus improved, instead of presenting a 
dJBSolate and dreigr; spot, would become an oasis in the heart of> 
our aity, where the weary could find refreshmept, and all classfS{ 
of the people obtain healthy recreation, pastime f ad amusement,. 
Moreover^ the construction of a well, as above proposed, yAA a 
fotiptaiA and pool as Us necessary adjuncts, might ba made one, 
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of tlio motft usofiil objects in the city, us well as a neat and 
handsome ornament. A building might be erected on each side 
of the pool, each sttflicient for the accommodation of a fire engine 
and its apparatus, which wouhl always be nt hand in the hour of 
need to convey the means of safety to property in every portion of 
the town. Should the experiment of nn artesian well be snccess* 
ful in Portsmouth Square, similar constructions might h^ effect- 
ed in other parts of the city, which for utility and beauty would 
excel almost any other improvement that could be accomplished. 
That no means be left untried by which the city can be effec* 
tually watered, the Gityi£ngineer should bo directed to make an 
experimental surVey of the grounds between the city and Mission 
Creek and such other sources of water as may be found in the 
neighborhood, and to report at an early day the practicability 
of watering the city therefrom, and giving an estimate of the 
cost. 

The experience of the past year clearly proves the necessity 
{git the immediate establishment of a pernament grade of the 
streets, and that the most prompt and efficient measures be 
adopted to regulate them before the beginning of the rainy 
season. This suggestion applies especially to some of the 
principal streets, which daring the past season were almost im- 
passable, ttnd are at this time in but little better condition, except 
that they now are dry* The work of grading, planking, or Me- 
Adamiiing the streets, erecting pubKc buildings, supplying the 
city with water, and lor all other purposes, should be let by 
contract to the lowest bidder who could give approved security 
for the faithful performance of his contract. By giving timely 
notice, inviting competition, adopting the contract system, and 
conforming rigidly thereto, no doubt can be entertained of the 
most favorable results to the public interests. 

The embarrassed condition of the finances of the city^ will 
render inexpedient for the present, the erection of such buildings 
M MTC desirable for the use of the courts and the judicial and 
other public authorities. With but little expense, those already 
provided may be made for the time beings to answer every need- 
ful purpose. A proper place for securing criminals in safe cus- 
tody is indispensible for the welfare of the city; and this object 
may be successfally accomplished by slight alterations an4 hn- 
provem^nts upon the prison-brig ^'Euphemia."

In view of the flootoating eharaoter of a great pertiott of o«v 
popnlaUon ; the constant changes that are oecwriiig in basiasss 
operations ; the frequent transfers of property ; the endless ias* 
provements being effected ; and the empty state of the treasury, 
I woald recommend to yon the propriety of instmcting the City 
Assessors to ma)Le qiarter^ a ssess men ts of all taxable property 
withm the limits of the corporation. 

You will not neglect to pay especial attention to the organiaa^ 
Uon of snch a police force as the peace and good order of the 
city demand. Men of correct morab and souid integrity should 
carefnlly be selected to perform the duties of this departmtet* 
Under the guardianship of snch men only can oar citiaeos repese 
in confidence or reasonably expect security. For the taore per^ 
feet accomplishment of these ends a night watch will be fbuiid of 
indispensible importance ; and I would therefore recommsad ila 
appointment. 

For the comfort, opuTenience and safety of the inhaUtaats, I 
would also recommend that the citj be lightisd at night by means 
of lamps distributed at proper intervals along the meet flraqasiAad 
thoroughfares. w

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A» yet no proyision has been made for tbe permanent entablisli* 
went of publio sehoob, or for the proper edneation of the youth 
of our city ; and as this is an object of the hi;]^he8t importance, 
it is reeommendetl to your most favorable consideration* Tbe 
lasting welfare of the commanity must depend upon the intelli- 
gence and correct morals of the people. No country was ever 
known to enjoy continued prosperity among whose inhabitants 
vice and ignorance prevailed. And comparatively few parents 
will be indttoed to make this city their place of residence until the 
proper means are adopted by which their children may be edu- 
cated in a manner that will qualify them for future uscfulneiM in 
life* Whilst the destitution of these means is now deterring 
hundreds of ^milies from locating in this place, their adoption 
would soon brjng among us a class of people — ^wives and children 
— ^whose very '^presence would tend to dimtni^h immorality and 
vice, and give \to our city those social and domestic charms the 
absence of whidi is now so generally deplored. 

With a full sense of the high responsibilities under which we 
act, and an eyo' single to the satisfactory discharge of the duties 
devolving upon me, the foregoing is presented for your mature 
deliberation. And I pledge you my most cordial co-operation 
in Ae execution of any laws or ordinances you may enact ealcu* 
lated to advance the interest and promote the permanent prosper- 
ity of the city of San Francisco.

REGULATING THB DUTIES OF HARBOR MASTER. 

The People iff the (Xtif qf San Francieeo do ordain as foUotvs : 

SscT, 1. The Harbor Master shall have all the power and 
authority vested in the oorporatton of this city, to regulate and 
oontrol the position of the steamers, sailing vessels, or other 
erafk lying and aitoated in the harbor, and within the limits of the 
City of San Francisco. He shall, whenever it is deemed advisable, 
cattse any steamer, sailing vessel, or other craft to change its 
position, and may have such change of position made at the ex- 
pense*of the city and cause suit to be entered against the owner, 
master,captain'or agent of said vessel for the costs of such removal. 

SsGT, 2. It shall be the duty of the Harbor Master to keep 
an open and firee'fpassage to all the wharves of the city, and to 
effect and accomplish said purpose, and carry out the prdvisaons 
of the finrt section of this ordinance, shall have power to call 
upon the mayor, marshal and police of the city, to aid and 
assist him.

The continuance in the streets or public grounds of the tent, 
fence, wall or building, for each and every day after the first 
conviction, shall be deemed a sepftrste aftd dialibMt offnos^ and 
Bhall be punished by fine or imprisonment or both, at the dis- 
cretion of the recorder.

AGAINST OBSTRXTCnONS AND NtTISAHCfES

The People of the City of San iVonetseo do ordain a» foOoiH: 
Sbct. 1. No person shall d^use uy obstmctioii or muaaaot 
in the streets, limes, alleys, or side-ir4ks of tUs ei^ iuid«r i^ 
penalty of being fined at the discretion of the recorder in % 
not greater than twenty-five dollars tor each (^ifeueew 



Sbct. 2. It shall be the du^ of the street commissioner 
whenever he finds any ohktmctions or nuisance in the streets, 
lanee, alleys or side-walks V the city to notify the offonder, and 
if in a reasonable time after aach notioe the same be not removed, 
such offender shall be fined in a sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars at the discretion of the recorder, and each day*s contin- 
uanee after the first fine imposed shall be considered a Separate 
ofenca. Should the oenuaissioner be unable to ascertain the 
offender, h shall be hia duty to remove such obstmetieii or ira»> 
a«ace and eoUect the expenae^ thereof from the offender as soon aa 
he can be ascertained — and where the obatrootion so removed is 
of value sufficient, it may be sold at public auction after two 
days public advertisement, and the proceeds or so much thereof 
as may be re<|aired for the pmcpose shall be appropriated to pay 
the expenses of removal.

REGULATING LICENSES, 



The People of the City of San Francieco do ordain as follows : 

Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the tax collector to collect 
all taxes imposed by the common council, and administer all 
oaths necessary to be taken in the due execution of any 
ordinance, which has been, or may hereafter be enacted for 
the collection of revenue. 

Sect. 2. Whenever the tax collector shall receive any tax 
levied by any ordinance of the common council, he shall give to the 
person paying the same, a written receipt. He shall keep m a 
bound book a true statement of all collections thus made specify- 
ing the names of the person, the character of the tax, the 
ftmount and when paid ; which book he shall keep in his office, 
BiiVpkt to the inspection of the mayor and council at all times, 
and of the citiiens of this city. He shall report to the common 
council quar^rly, or oftener if required. 
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Sect. 8. No porson, nnclor the penalty of five hundred dol- 
larfi, shall pursue any eallin<r« or transact any business herein- 
after providetl for, without a license to be placed in a conspicuous 
part of his premises, and it shall be the duty of the tax collector 
to see to the enforcement of this ordinance. 

Skct. 4. All persons pursuing the trade or calling of mer- 
chants, auctioneers, grocers, and tavern keepers (in whieh are 
included, butchers, bakers, and all other retailers) shall be clas- 
sified in proportion to the amount of business transacted by each 
as per the following schedule : 

Class No. 1. Shall be taken to include all those whose 

monthly sales or receipts amount to $25,000 
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^BCT. 5. All persons desiring a license to pursue any of the 
callings provided for in the foregoing section, shall state to the 
tax collector, under oath, to which of the foregoing elaaaes, in 
his opinion, the extent of his business properly attaohei^im. 
If the tax collector have no reason to doubt his statemel^ lie 
shall be enumerated in that class, upon the payment of the 
Amount assessed upon sueh chM, according to the foregoing 
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schedule ; the tax collector shall give him a receipt for the same, 
and upon presenting such receipt to the comptroller, he shall 
issue a license to such person or persons, authorisinpr him or thorn 
to exercise the hnsinoss trade, or occupation, for the period for 
which they have paid, and for each certificate of license so issued, 
the comptroller shall he entitled to receive a fee of 9ne dollar 
from the parties receiving the same. 

Sect. G. Licenses shall be granted in like manner to persons 
engaged in various pursuits, upon the following terms, viz : 

Exchange brokers and bankers shall pay the sum of JoO per 
month ; real estate and commission brokers shall pay the sum 
of {50 per quarter ; the proprietors of every house in which a 
monte bank, faro bank, roulette table, or other table where 
games of hazard or skill are exhibited, shall pay the sum 
of 9150 per month for each bank or table so exhibited. 

The proprietors of every house in which a billiard table, or 
ten pin alley is kept shall pay the sum of 8-5 per month for 
every such table or alley so kept. 

Persons keeping bars where liquors of any kind are retailed, 
shall be divided into two classes, of whom, all those having a 
capital invested to the amount of one thousand dollars or more, 
shall constitute the first class, and all those below that sum shall 
constitute the second class. 

The first class shall pay fifty and the second twenty-five 
dollars per month. 

Any person keeping a restaurant shall pay the sum of 825 per 
month. 

Any person exhibiting a bull-fight, shall pay the sum of 8100 
dollars for each exhibition. 

Any person keeping a cock-pit, shall pay the sum of 850 per 
month. 

Any theatrical or circus performance, shall pay the sum of 
fifty dollars per month. 

Concerts of vocal or instrumental music shall pay the sum of 
fifteen dollars for each entertainment. 

Owners of row-boats for the conveyance of passengers shall 
p^the sum of four dollars per month. 

Owners of launches and scows shall pay the sum of forty cents 
per ton monthly each. 
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Ownen of dnji, eartti wagons, or pablio vehidos, iludl pay 
the turn of four dollars per month each. 

Supercargoes, agents, or consignees of ressels not inclnded in 
any of the foregoing clanses, shall pay the sum of 9100 per 
month, for every vessel, the freight of which, in whole or in part, 
he shall sell, unless through a commission merchant. 

All taxes, whether monthly or quarterly, shall be paid invaria- 
bly in advance.

At a ^rdamed hy tU People qf tKe OUjf of San 

[ Bwm. 1« That, after notice having beea given thiM|^ tht 
puhlie joiiniali, or newspapers of this ei^, by the inprrintimiiii 
•f tha powder magatine, of the erection of wch magaiine, aa 
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ymvMed fbr hy ordinanee, no person or pertons iball keep tor 
hifi or their their private use, in any one honae or place withitt 
the HmitK of thia city, more than five pounda of gunpowder at 
any one time, nnder the penalty of one hundred dollara fer each 
offence. 

8kct. 2. No person ahall hereafter keep powder on sale 
within the limita of thin city without first obtaining a licenae of 
the comptroller, which he ahall be entitled to have by the pay- 
ment of one dollar, which shall go into the city treasury, nor 
shall such person after the erection of the raagasine aforesaid, 
keep in any one store, building or other place within the limits 
of the city more than twenty*five pountls of powder at one time, 
and th€U shall be kept in a strong iron or copper chest, well se- 
cured and fastened, with the word poteder distinctly painted upoa 
it ; the said chest shall always be kept within three feet of the 
main entrance of the building or place where powder is kept, so 
that in the event of fire it may be readily removed. Moreorer 
it shall be the duty of every person obtaining a licenae and m1« 
ling powder as aforesaid, to keep in a conspicuous place on the 
front of the building or place in which such poupder is kept a 
sign with the words ** Lieenud to Sell Powder " conspicuonaly 
painted upon it ; and any person offending against any of the 
provision^ of this ordinance shall be fined not less than one hun- 
dred dollars, nor more than^five hundred at the discretion of tha 
recorder. •* 

Skct. 8; It ahaU be the duty of the captaina of all veaaela 
lying in this harbor whose cargo conaists in whole or in part of 
gunpowder, to notify the snperintendant of the powder maganna 
within five days after hia arrival in this port^ of the landing of 
the same at some convenient point, in order that it may be re-

duty, and be vigilant, in suppressing the same. 

Sect. 20. Each captain shall keep in his district head quar- 
ters a book in which shall be entered the name of every person 
complained of for a violation of any corporation ordinance or 
laws for the prevention of fires, the nature of the complaint, and 
the name and residence of the complainant, in each case. He 
ahaU -take or transmit to the city marshal duplicates of such 
entries every morning at 9 o*clock.

In case of the absence of the captain from tlM 
the district head quarters, or from the police district to which he 
belongs, the duties required of him shall be performed by the 
assistant captain, and in his absence, by the sergeant of police, 
who, while acting in such capacity shall possess and exercise the 
powers and rights of captains. 

Bmt. 25. It shall be the duty of the captain of each Sk^ 
trict to make such arrangements with his assistant captains and 
sergeants that he or one of them shall see every man of his dis- 
trict every tour of station duty, daring the night watch.

Bkct. 1. It shall be the duty of the tax collector to eoUeet 
all taxes imposed by the common council, and administer all 
oaths necessary to be taken in the due exeeation of any ordinaaoa 
which has been, or may hereafter be enacted for the ooUeetioii ef 
rerenne. 

SxcT. 2. ¥rheneTer the tax collector shall reeehre any tax 
levied by any ordinance of the common eonndl he shall fff9 to 
the person paying the same a written reoeipt. He shaD keep in

Skct. 8. No person under the penidty of not less than fiye

All persons desiring a license to carry on any 
or either of the callings, or business hereinafter provided, shall 
pay to the tax collector the amount severally specified in this 
ordinance. 

It shall be the duty of the collector to report to the recorder 
any person or firms refusing to pay ; and upon such report, it 
shall be the duty of the recorder to prosecute said person or firm 
as the law directs. 

SscT. 4. License shall be granted in like D\anner to persons 
engaged in various pursuits upon the following terms, vis :-^ 

Exchange brokers and bankers shall pay the sum of fifty 
dollars per month ; real estate and commission brokers shall pay 
the sum of fifty dollars per quarter ; the proprietor of every 
house in which there is a monte bank, faro bank, roulette table, 
or other table where games of hazard or skill are exhibited, shall 
pay the sum of fifty dollars per month for each game or table so 
exhibited. 

The proprietors of every house in which a billard table or tea 
pin alley is kept shall pay the sum of twenty-five dollars per 
month for every such table or alley so kept. 

Persons keeping bars where liquors of any kind are retailed 
shall be divided into three classes, of whom, all those having a 
capital invested to the amount of one thousand or more, shall 
constitute the first class, and all those of five hundred the second 
class, and all below five hundred shall constitute the third class. 
The first class shall pay fifty dollars, the second twenty-five 
dollars and third class fifteen dollars per month.

Whenever the city and county surveyor shall be 
employed by the street commissioner to make a survey, he shall 
receive at the rate of sixteen dollars per day, and when addi- 
ditional assistance is required, he shall receive the reasonable hire 
of such assistance, subject to the approval of the street cooimis* 
sioner, a portrait or profile of the survey so taken shall be deliv- 
ered to the street commissioner, without any extra compensation.

TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE OKGANISINO A FIRB 

DEPARTMENT. 



The People of the City of San Francieeo do ordain ae foUowe: 

Sbct. 1. That all fire and hook and ladder companies which 
shall have formed and adopted a constitution, shall pend a peti- 
tion to the common conncil for a fire apparatus, house, and other 
articles required ; that it shall require at least twenty persons to 
compose a company, all of whom shall have signed the constitu- 
tion previous to their petition, and shall forward with said peti- 
tion the names of their oflicers and men, and the situation in 
which they wish, to locate. 

Sect. 2. That each and every company shall assemble on the 
first Monday of August, in every year, and shall then elect two 
of their members, who shall be styled delegates to a fire associa- 
tion, which association shall consist of two members from each 
fire company, who shall assemble within one week after their elec- 
tion, and shall make laws for the government of the fire depart- 
ment, which laws will not conflict with the ordinances of the com- 
mon council, and all laws made by them shall be considered bind- 
ing by every company in the department, and for a violation of 
said laws the fire association shall report the company to the 
common council for their action. 

Skct. 3. That the members of each and every company 
shall assemble at the time and place hereafter to be designated 
by the mayor, and shall there vote for a chief engineeri and two 
Assistant engineers of the fire department, and that the saidchieC 
engineer so elected, shall be president of the board of delegatea 
of the fire department.

It 
shall also be the duty of the chief engineer to report, in writing, 
all accidents by fire that may happen in this city, with the cauaea 
thereof^ as well as they can be ascertained, and the number and 
description of the buildings destroyed, together with tho names 
of the occupants and owners of the property. 

Sbct. 6. That every fireman, during the time of any conflar 
gration, shall have all the powers of a policeman, they may pre- 
vent persons, other than firemen, or those particularly interested 
in extinguishing the fire, (except it be owners of goods, or own* 
ers of property, particularly interested in the removal of their 
goods,) from coming into such portion of the city as may inter- 
fere with the firemen, in the extinguishment of fires. 

SiCT. 7. It shall be unlawful for any drayman, cartman, or 
hackman, to drive his dray, cart or hack, whether loaded or oth- 
erwise, across any fire hose, unless said hose are protected in 
such way as to prevent all possibility of injury. For every vio- 
lation of this ordinance the party so oflending shal) be subject to 
a fine of not less than ten dollars, or to fine and imprisonmentt 
as the recorder may determine.
